Mr. Redingtm to Mr. Traielyan. 

T .11 IT IT- Dublin Castle, 22 July 1847. 

I AM directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state, for the consideration of the Lords 
of the Treasury, that his Excellency feels strongly impressed with the importance 
ot causing accurate statistical information to be procured with reference to the con- 
dition, nature, and extent of Agricultural Produce in Ireland at the present season 
and IS desirous tliat measures for obtaining it should be taken without delay 

It is considered that tliis can he most effectually done by tlie Constabulary in 
then- respective districts, through whose agency similar inquiries have hitherto 
bem conducted both m takmg the decimal Census, and on odier occasions. 

His Excellency therefore requests their Lordsliips will sanction the necessary 
expenditure, which is not estimated to exceed 4,000 i Tlie vast importance of 
obtaining precise information relative to the produce of this country at §ie present 
time, in the opinion of his ExceUency, both justifies and necessitates this outlay

Write to Mr. Redington, and request that he will state to the Lord Lieutenant 
that then- Lordships concur in the view which his Excellency has taken of the im- 
portance of procuring, at the present time, accurate statistical information in regard 
to the condition, nature, and extent of Agricultural Produce in Ireland; and the 
arc pleased to authorize an expenditure for this purpose not exceeding 4 , 000 /

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PARTICULARS OF £.2,000 CHARGED IN CIVIL CONTINGENCIES, 1851. 

Withllie sum thus provided, the Agncultural Retunis of 1847 and 1848 were 
completed. Subsequently a sum of 2,000/. was appropriated for the Returns of 
1849, and another sum of 2,000/. for the year 1850, all out of Civil Contingencies. 
On the whole amount, a balance now remains of 23/. 35. ^d. 

The Returns of 1851 are in process of compilation by the Census Commissioners 
in connection with that work, and die Expense will appear as a charge upon Civil 
Contingencies in next yeai*’s Account.
